THE RISKS OF CHINESE TRAVEL. 
. 7 Il. - 

The perils which sccompiny travel on’ the. 
backs of animalsi !i - matched by those 
which are contingent upon the use of wheeled 
vehicles These are mainly found in the five or 
six northern provinces, In central China the 
innumerable canals farsish wster-wrys adequate 
to all the needs of a dense popylation, and 
render cart-roads wholly impracticable. On the 
great plain of northern China, the country. is 
nearly as flit as central China, but as there are- 
practically no canals, the cart-roads furnish the 
principal means ‘of communication, In the 
north-western provinces the more or less narrow 
valleys are the only ptnins, ‘and are traversed 
both by carts and mule fitters, In southern 
China, where anima'sare littleused,long journeys 
are made in sedan-chairs, borne on the, shoulders 
of men, Risks connected with such travel 
there undoubtedly are, but they are mainly of a 
minot type, and need not be dwelt upon.  Mule- 
lifters, being’ borne upon the backs of animals 
of uncertain temperament, are conveyances of 
anorder distinct from those already described. 
Litters are used mainly in mountainous regions,, 
where there is often an almost. total absence af 
roads, the routes of travel being sometimes 
mere ledges along the edge of the mountain, with 
a stecp mountain. wall upon. one side and an 
abrupt precipice. upon the other. In eastern 
Shantung and in Shensi, these litters are of 
type quite different from those to be met with in 
the route from Peking to Kalgan.. A mule litter, 
when packed, Js a heavy. load for four men to 
lift, The front male is charged with the respon- 
Bibility of selecting the path to betaken. The 
rear mule is charged with the duty of following 
on where the head mule and the litter lead him. 
In a most literal sense he walks: by faith, and 
not by tight. ‘If the front mule makes a mis- 
atep and falls, it is very difficult forthe rear mule 
to keep his feet. °. If tthe rear mule makes a mis- 
step and falls, it is difficult for the front mule to, 
keep his feet, In elther case the weight of the 
litter in an important factor, and the occupant will 
do wellto prepare fora catastrophe. If the mules’ 
take fright and run, the litter, beirig loosely set 
upon a heavy frame which is a part of the ‘sad- 
dle-pad of the mules, rocks from sideto side, and 
eventually comes violently to the ground. Ina

INSURANCE AGAINST WAR RISKS 
BY GOVERNMENT. |” 


—_—_———. 


In the July number of the United Service 
Magazine a further article by Sir George Tryon 
in advocacy of his proposal that the state should, 
during a period of war, insure ships and cargoes 
against war risks appears, [t has been sug- 
gested (Sir George says): that the state should 
raise a fund by charging a fixed percentage on 
ships and cargocs—to be paid by owners towards 
covering losses Incurred at. the bands of an 
enemy. It is clear that if this plan were 
adopted the owners of vessels that are the most 
costly to build and to run; those that are 
the fastest and least likely to be taken; those 
that. carry comparatively small cargoes— 
for: high speed. and great cargo capaci 
are conditions incompatible in merchant ships 
—would be .unfavorably treated and com- 
paratively heavily taxed to cover the losses’ of 
slower ships carrying large cargoes, and which 
do not possess that security which is due to the 
possession of high speed. It. appears to me

should be on a sliding-scale arranged sq astotake
